—aend that tomorrow morning will witness 
the lighting ot the fuse in Mexico City, the 
capital ef the republic. 

Feeling in Capital Intense. 


Dispatches recelved at the Mexican em - 
bassy and by Madero's legal representatives 


here stated that the feeling im Mexico City: 


was intense, that foreigners there had seg- 
regated themsebves behind strong barricades 
and were well armed. 

President Madero has drawn all available 
troops to the center of the city and he and 
the loyal members of his cabinet will keep 


an all night vigil tonight. Plans have been 


perfected for the escape of the president 
and his family in the event of the capture 


of the city.

Negus Maneuvers to Dock Boat.

The gale and the waves—particularly dan- 
gerous here, owing to the shallowness of the

was beaten off and tossed about like a chip.

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WOMEN GROW MORE LAWLESS? 


Acts of English Suffragets Cause 
of Club Discussion. 


LESS SERIOUS IN AMERICA. 


President of State Federation Fears 
Spread of Tendencies. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 15.—[Special.}—The 
question of whether or not women are be- 
coming more lawless and giving themselves 
over to acts of violence has aroused discus- 
sion among members of women’s clubs for 
Massachusetts. 

This discussion was brought about by the 
reports that London women have started a 
plan of cutting telephone and telegraph 
wires and that violent acts of a less serious 
nature have been carried out in America. 


Sees a Growing Tendency. 

Regarding the significance of these inci- 
dents, Mrs. Henry Coolidge Mulligan, presi- 
dent of the Massachusett Federation of 
We ‘a Clubs, said: 

ere undoubtedly is a tendency toward 
lawlessness and violence among the women 
of today which, should it be carried too far, 
would have: dire results. The situation is 
much more serious in Europe than in this 
country. Some of the tactics which have 
been adopted there are unthinkable in this 
country. 

The opinion as to the good these demon- 
strations have done toward helping the cause 
of suffrage is divided among the leading 
women in Europe. Some assert that they are 
justified by conditions, but I have not studied 
the auffrage movement in England gum- 
ciently to sa.lsfy myself on this point. 


Urges Slower Peace Methods. 

“If women are to ie in making the laws 
they ought to show that they are willing to 
abide by the laws. They ought to oppose 
the uge of violence and try to bring about 
changes in existing laws where changes are 
needed. I believe there are other ways of 
doing this which are better than violence, 
even if they may not be so rapid.“ 

Mrs. Mulligan laughed when the leaving 
out of the word “obey” was suggested cs 
a possible indication in this country of a 
breaking down of the sense of obedience to 
law among women.

BY GIFFORD PINCHOT. 


AN the Democrats be trusted to carry 

on the conservation policy? This is 

a fair question, because the natural 

resources with which conservation 

deals are the raw materials of food, 
clothing, and shelter, and therefore con- 
servation touches directly and vitally the 
daily welfare of al) our people through the 
cost of living. | 

In the session of congress just closed, the 
conservation record of the Democratic house 
and its leaders was bad. An organized effort 
was made to break down the conservation 
policy of protecting the public interest in 
water power. The proof of that statement is 
easy to supply. For example: The Hydro- 
Electric company of California had been 
trespassing on the Mono national forest, 
under color of fraudulent mining locations, 
when it was stopped by injunction. The com- 
pany then agreed to apply fora government 
permit and on that promise was allowed to 
proceed with its work. Later it refused to 
accept the permit, which fixed a nominal 
charge of $75 a year for the use of the land 
which the company desired to occupy. 

Then followed. (Jan. 5, 1912,) a unanimously 
favorable report from the committee on pub- 
ue lands on the bill of Judge Raker of Call- 
fornia to grant tothe company aright of way 
across this land. The bill was about to pass 
the house when the friends of conservation, 
after a bitter fight, succeeded in killing it. 


Suit Had Hidden Purpose. 


It is perfectly clear that the burden of this 
contest, which cost many thousands of dol- 
lars, was not undertaken by the Hydro-Elec- 
tric company merely to avold a charge of §75 
a year. The Raker bill did not make possible 
any development which was impossible with- 
out it. Ite single purpose was to establish 
@ precedent of enormous value to the water 
power interests. 

Had the house succeeded in passing the 
Raker bill it would have been notice to 
all water power companies that congress was 
willing by special legislation to give the 
property of the people to the power compa- 
nies unconditionally, forever, and for noth- 
ing. By just so much, monopoly would have 
been harder to control, and the right of the 
people to handle their own water power prop- 
erty in their own interest would have been im- 
paired or destroyed. 

While this was going on the Democratic 
house had reduced the appropriation of the 
forest service by more than $1,000,000, This 
money was needed to protect the forests, 
hire men to fight forest fires and build tele- 
phone linea, bridges, roads, and trails needed 
to bring them quickly to the line of Gre, 


Great Cost to Nation. 


The reduction was mace in the face of the 
record of 1910 when seventy-nine fire fight- 
ers and twenty-five settlera were burned to 
death in the national forests and $12,000,000 
worth of timber was destroyed, and with full 
knowledge that the national forests, which 
contain about $2,000,000,000 worth of public 
property, are in grave danger of even greater 
losses 

When the country learned the facts, public 
indignation was aroused over the needless 
risk of lives and property entailed by this 
indéifferemce to the public welfare, and a 
mall fraction of the money the house cut off 
was finally restored. Thie harm was done 


under the guise of the much advertised effort’ 


to save millions of dollars to the taxpayers. 
Yet in the end no economy appeared, for this 
is a bilMon-dollar session, like the last. 

But that was not all. The reduced appro- 


} priation was not passed until nearly two 


months after it was due, so that the appro- 
priations ot the previous year hed twice to be 
extended @ month at a time, and the uncer- 
‘tainty. and delay, became es costiy and m- 
‘furious as the actual reduction in funds. 


7 Omnibus Dam Bill Bad. 

This was incompetence and nothing ele. 
‘Tt te of a piece with the effort of the Demo- 
crats to restore the spoils system in the civil 
service by declaring all places vacant once 
in seven years, and the specific orders given 
to the president by congress that he must not 
improve the present confused and unbusi- 
nesslike method of submitting estimates of 
the money needed to run the government. 

On July 20, 1912, the committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce unan!mously re- 
ported the so-called omnibus dam Dill. Al- 
‘though this bill proposed to grant rights to 
water powers on navigable streams worth 
not less than $40,000,000, no open hearings 
were held upon the ten projects and sixteen 
dams which it authorized. 


The bill placed public assets of enormous 
and rapidly increasing commercial value in 
the hands of great corporate interests with- 
out requiring compensation to the public for 
value received, and without reserving to the 
government the right to control the price to 
the consuming public. Yet the men to whom 
this bill proposed to give these privileges 
could well afford to pay for what they got, 
for with one possible exception every com- 
pany concerned was related to the great 
monopolistic water power combinatiqns in 


New York. 


Extent of Big Concern. 


In a report of the commissioner of corpora- 
tions, issued last March, ten water power 
corporations are proved to control about 60 
per cent of all the developed commercial 
water power In the United States and about 
1,600,000 horse power undeveloped. Twenty- 
four hydro-electric corporations, over fifty 
public service corporations, and over fifty 
financia] houses or banks, besides railroads 
and factories, are controlled by twenty of- 
ficers and directors of the General Electric 
company and its three subsidiaries. 

Yet in the face of such facts as these every 
effort was made by the Democratic leaders to 
push the omnibus dam bill through. Amend- 
ments which would have cured the evils and 
retained the good were proposed by con- 


servationists but not adopted. Finally pub- 


licity kitted the bill. 

The Coosa river case was still more 
flagrant. Here the whole power of the 
Democratic majority im congress Was em- 
ployed to give away to a foreign corporation 
water power rights on the Coosa river in 
Alabama which belong to all the people of 
the United States. 


Owned by Canadians. 

The entire capital stock and bonds of the 
Alabama Power company, to which the gift 
was made so far as congress could make it, 
are owned or controlled by a Canadian cor- 
poration which also Controls the Birming- 
ham-Montgomery Power company and the 
Muscle Shoale Hydro-Electrie company. 
Thesg two companies have a charter, granted 
in 1000 by the state of Alabama, which is 
undimited in time, exacts no payment of com- 
pensation to the people, and is not forfeitable 
for failure to develop. 

Under it they have the right to build dams 
and reservoirs, to distribute electricity to 
cities, to acquire by purchage or otherwise 
stocks, bonds, or other securities, and to 
exercise all powers belonging to manufac- 
turing companies. Furthermore, they are 
given the right of eminent domain, and their 
property is exempted from taxation for ten 
years. There is no limit on speculation, and 
no power the state can give is withheld 

This ig the way the doctrine of state righta, 
just now the main dependence of all resource 
grabbing corporations, protects the people 
of the individual states. 

Progressives Fight Bill. 

The Coosa river bill was vigorously opposed 
by Progressives like Kent of California, and 
not all the house Democrats yielded to the 
pressure from Underwood and the other lead 
ers which put this bill through. Although 
the Democratic chairmen of twenty-three of 
the great committees of the house voted for 
thie bill, men like Rainey, Foster, Hum- 
phreye, and Sherlen to their honor be it 
spoken, stood strongly against the bulk of 
their party, but they were too few. With the 
hearty support of Mr. Cannon the bil) passed, 
but the president vetoed it. 

This is a partial list of the things done 
or attempted against the conservation policy 
at che last session of thie Democratic con- 
gress. If some sound constructive consgerva- 
tion laws had been passed to offset this record 
the conclusion might bé different. But the 
houge took no action to protect and develop 
the resources of Alaska, in spite of the 
kmown need and the strong public demand 
for such legislation. It did nothing te de- 
velop a policy for our mand waterways or 
begin the permanent control of floods in the 
Mississippi, although the most effective of 
all object lessons, the last great flood telt, 
took place Guring thesession It touched the 
water power policy only to injure it, and it 
failed to provide for reducing the cost of liv- 
ing dy protecting and increasing the meat 
proguction power of the western public lands, 
as it was urged to do. 

On such a record there is but one answer 
to the question with which this article began. 
It ie not safe to trust the Democrats with 
the conservation interests of thie nation. 
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as an instrument for good government and

Joseph E. Davies, manager of the western 
headquarters of the Democratic national 
campaign committee, has set himself a her- 
culean task for this week.

“Afraid to Trust Public.“

To say, for instance, that Mr. Perkins, who 
is a director in the steel trust and officially 
connected with the harvester trust—both of 
which organizations are Intensely interest- 
ed in the administraticn of existing laws and 
in the enactment of new laws on the trust 
question—to say Mr. Perkins can make large 
contributions innocently, providing he makes 
them with the understanding that they shall 
have no influence upon the man whom he 
helps to elect, is like saying that a judge 
can receive favors from Htigants, providing 
he receives them with the distinct under- 
standing that they are received without 
any kind of promise or obligation, expressed 
or implied.“ 1 


Judge Should Not Get Favors. 

It is a well settled ‘principle of jurtspru- 
dence that a judge shall not receive favors 
from parties interested, and no juggling of 
words or rhctorieal legerdemain can con- 
vert the bribery. of a judge into an innocent 
and patriotic contribution to the judge's ex- 
chequer. : 

In taking the position that the insertion of 
a spectacular condition can overcome an tm- 
plied obligation Mr. Roosevelt does not add 
to his reputation as a moralist. He knows 
that as a rule the gnen interested in preda- 
tory corporations give with an eye single to 
their interests, and he ought to know that 
as a rule men are unconsciously, if not con- 
sciously, influenced by a feeling of gratitude. 

He is asking too much of a confiding pub- 
lic when he asks that they indorse a policy 
by which the beneficiaries of privilege and 
favoritism shall be permitted to elect the 
officials who are to regulate them, and then 
trust the officials so elected to dealimpar- 
tially between the givers and the public when 


the subject of favors comes up for considera- 


tion. 


“Jefferson Understood Men Better.” 
Jefferson, whose name is now used to invite 
Democrats into the Progressive party, but 
whose career has aroused only criticism from 
Mr. Roosevelt in the past, understood men 
better than Mr. Roosevelt seems to under- 
stand them. ' 
Jefferson said that free government ex- 
lated in jealousy rather than in confidence— 
that confidence was everywhere the parent 
of despotism. The. kind of confidence which 
Mr. Roosevelt invites us to extend on the 
subject of campaign contributions would 
prove the prolific parent of deception and cor- 
ruption, however honestly and innocently it 
may be urged by the Lead of the new party. 


Says Limitation Is Inevitable. 

Mr. Roosevelt's fourth proposition states 
a position he will not long be able to main- 
lain. The limitation of contributions is in- 
evitable. Congress has already limited the 
amount that a candidate can expend: a sen- 
ator is not permitted to expend more than 
$10,000, while a congressman is limited to 
$5,000, 

The house of representatives at Washing- 
ton recently decided an election contest 
against a member on the ground that his 
family expended more than the law allows, 
and this, too, alinough the evidence seemed 
to show that the candidate himself was kept 
in ignorance of the amount which the other 
members of the family were expénding. If 
a candidate is to be limited as to the amount 
he can expend; if, even his family cannot 
spend for him more than he is himself per- 
mitted’ to expend, surely there can be no 
logical objection made to a limitation upon 
what third parties can expend. ‘ 

Let us take a case. Suppose the harvester 
trust has a plant in a congressional district, 
and suppose the officials of the plant are 
deeply interested in a protective tariff; of 
what avail is it to limit the amount that the 
candidate himself can expend if Mr. Perkins 


or some other equally putziotic and public 
spirited member of the harvester trust di- 
rectorate puts up $100,000 to carry the dis- 
trict for a man pledged to a continuation of 
protecticn? 


Calls Argument Flimsy. 
What chance would the representative of 


the opposition have in such a case? And yet 


the big contributions might be made with a 
distinct understanding that the man aided 
accepted them without any promise of re- 
turn! , . ' 

Who would admit that he either gave or 
accepted contributions with guilty intent? 

Is n not strange that a man with Mr. 
Roosevelt's mind should present so flimsy 
an argument in favor of unlimited contribu- 
tions? And, if there could be anything more 
nebulous and unsubstantial than the proposi- 
tion itself it is to be found in his suggestion 
that it would be no harcship to put a restric- 
tion on the contributions made to the reac- 
tionary cause owing to the large number or 
contributions made by the absolutely pure 
and wholly disinterested “idealists "’ who 
are supporting bim. 

His experience ought to teach bim that a 
good cause can well afford to suffer what- 
ever Icon venlence the limitation of contri- 
butions may bring to it, in order to prevent 
the supporters of a bad cause from purchas- 
ing an election through the large contribu- 
tions of interested parties. 


Quotes Harriman Letter. 

The position which Mr. Roosevelt takes on 
the subject of contributions makes it appro- 
priate to examine the famous Harriman let- 
ter. It was written Oct. 14, 1904, and reads 
as follows: 

„My Dear Mr. Harriman: A suggestion 
has come to me in a roundabout way that 
you do not think it wise to come to see me 
in these closing weeks of the campaign, but 
that you are reluctant to refuse inasmuch 
as I have asked you. Now, my dear sir, you 
and I are practical men, and you are on the 
spot and know conditions better than I do. 
It you think there is any danger of-your visit 
to me causing trouble, or if you think there 
is nothing specia! I should be informed about, 
or no matter in which I could give aid, why, 
of course, give up the visit for the time 
being, and then a few weeks hence before I 
write my message, I shall get you to come 
down to discuss certain government matters 
not connected with the campaign. With 


great regard, sincerely yours, 
“ THEODORE ROOSEVELT.’ 


Situation at Time of Letter. 


To understand this letter it must be remem- 
bered that it was written by a president of 
the United States, then a candidate for re- 
election. to @ man who was then one of the 
leading railway magnates of the country and 
a power in Wall street. Mr. Harriman after- 
ward became an “undesirable citizen,” as Mr. 
Roosevelt described him—a man worthy to 
be classed with men on trial on the charge 
of murder. 

We are not able to fix with exactness the 
time when Mr. Harrimag ceased to be an 
idealist and became an “ undesirable citi- 
zen,” but it is evident that he was under 
suspicion when the above letter was written, 
for Mr. Roosevelt has learned “ in a round- 
about way that Mr. Harriman thought it 
unwise to be seen in communication with the 
president during these closing weeks of the 
campaign.” . 1 

Upon hearing that Mr. Harriman'e worldly 
wisdom inclined him to keep away from the 
White House, the president addresses him 
a letter to reassure him, besing the reassur- 
ance upon the.fact that Mr. Harriman’s re- 
luctance to go to the White House was due 
to the fact that Mr. Roosevelt himself had 
asked him to come. 


Terms It “Telltale Phrase.“ 
“Inasmuch as I have asked you *’—these 
are words which italicize themselves. They 
do not need to be underscored; they speak 


with frankness, directness, and 
they are automegaphonic.

Mr, Roosevelt may have idealists among

ference that might arouse, suspicion. 
Asks “Why Postpone It?” 

As Mr. Harriman is “ on the spot” and 
knows conditions better than Mr. Roosevelt. 
the president is willing to allow him to de- 
cide as to the wisdom dt the visit. 

“If you think there is any danger of your 
visit to me causing trouble ”’—trouble to 
whom? What trouble? Why trouble? 
Where trouble? . Why is there danger in a 
visit from Mr. Harriman to Mr, Roosevelt? 
If there is any danger of the visit causing 
trouble, Why, of course, give up the visit 
for the time being —not entirely, but for 
the time being.” 

Why. postpone it? Could there be a plainer 
suggestion of concealment? Who are said 
to like darkness rather that light? When 
before did a president ever enter into. so 
frank a correspondence with a suspiciéus 
character, and plan that the public should 
not know what was going on between them? 
Most of our presidents have not been so in- 
tensely practical.“ 

| Sees Self-Accusation. 

But the last part of the sentence contains 
even a more severe self-accusation of the 
president than the early part. The president 
says: Then, a few weeks hence, before 
I write my message, I shall get you to come 
down to discuss certain government matters 
not connected with the campaign.” If Mr. 
Harriman was afraid to come before the 
election, he could wait until after the elec- 
tion; thus the president will get him to 
come down. 

Here the president takes the initiative 
again. He wants to see Mr. Harriman, and 
this desire is so earnest that if there is any 
danger in his coming down before the elec- 
tion he can walt until after the election, but 
he must come then. And what for? To dis- 
cuss certain governmemt matters not con- 
nected with the campaign.“ a 

What government matters was Mr. Harri- 
man interested in? Upon what subject did 
the president need his advice? And why was 
it necessary to receive the advice before the 
writing of the message? Was some recom- 
mendation to be included in the message? 
Had Mr. Harriman and the president disy 
cussed government matters before? 


What Did Harriman Have in Mind? 

Would it not be interesting to know just 
what government matters Mr. Harriman had 
in his mind, and whether they were both 
thinking about thé same government mat- 
ters, and thinking alike? When it is re- 
membered that Mr. Harriman did raise a 
quarter of a million, this letter becomes a 
very interesting document, and it is especial- 
ly interesting at his time, when Mr. Roose- 
velt is protesting against any limitation de- 
ing placed upon individual contributions, and 
insisting ‘that a specific waiver of promise or 
obligation. can wipe away a taint that might 
otherwise attach to a contribution. 

The Archbold-Penrose incident la to be 
further investigated, dut Mr. Roosevelt has 
already said enough on. the subject of con- 
tributions to show that he does not shabe the 
common sense view taken by the average 
man. He is not n sympathy with the legis- 
lation which has come in response to public 
opinion for the purifying of politics. His 
friends are very devoted, but they must feel 
an extraordinary devotion if they are willing 
to follow him and indorse his position on the 
subject of campaign contributions.

New York, Sept. 18.—I[ Special. The New 
York Press tomorrow morning will an- 
nounce that Henry L. Einstein, sole ner 
of the paper since 1806, has sold out to 
Frank A. Munsey.

Therefore the Count and Countess Nogi 
did what in the oceident makes police news 
and in the orient makes history. 

If these two devoted Japanese considered 


tives—lives modestly lived in great honors 
until disease took them, or lives suddenly 
ended to contribute the last they could con- 
tribute to the traditions of Japanese honor. 

The code of old Japan expected such an 
act of devotion. Nothing in the code ot new 
Japan forbade it. It would be understood 
and reverenced. 

Count Nogi belonged to both the old and 
new. He had the philosophy of the one and 
the perception of the other. A new emperor 
stood in front of probably more serious ques- 
tions of national development than the one 
he succeeded had faced, tremendous as they 
were. Japan, accepting everything that 
other nations had won and accomplished ia 
centuries of work, must preserve everything 
of virtue in her own old civilization. It 
would be given to the next few generations 
to see whether this could be done. 

Japan preserved herself in the war with 
Russia not only because she was efficient in 
the arms of western civilization but because 
she was steadfast in the courage, devotion, 
and faith of her own. The question must 
recur to Japanese minds: Can Japan take 
everything of value from a new civilization 
and retain everything of value in an old? 
Can she be both the Japan of the samurai 
and the Japan of an eight hour day; the 
Japan of ancient devotion to an emperor 
and the Japan of modern politics? Can she 
retain the intense cohesion of a loyal feudal- 
ism and adopt the intense individualism of 
commercial rivalry ? 

Count Nogi had contributed everything 
he had to the old emperor, everything but 
one. That he contributed to the new em- 
peror. It is a bold westerner who under- 
takes to interpret a Japanese act or analyze 
a Japanese motive, but we believe that in 
Count Nogi’s mind his self-immolation was 
an act of statesmanship, justified by his re- 
ligion, justified by patriotism, and needed 
by hie country. 

The demand for a conspicuous act to im- 
press young Japan, growing up in vastly 
different conditions from those in which 
Nogi received his early training and disci- 
» pline, m. y have been pressing in his mind. 
When the Japanese soldiers, trapped and 
helpless on the transports which the Rus- 
sians sank, refused to surrender and forced 
the enemy to destroy them, they had before 
them the immediate need of inspiring their 
| @wn army and of forcing . 
their foe. 

Nogi, a popular hero, sacrificing himself in 
“gecordance with an ancient code of honor, 
respect. and devotion, fills the Japanese 
iind with profeund respect. The motive 
would be the same as that which guided the 
soldiers. We would call it suicide. Nogi’s 
far seeing associates may call it statesman- 
ship. 2 

Nogi may have taken his life to prove to 
young Japan that daimios and dynamos both 
may work in new Japan; that samurai and 


yalesmen may be eo-existent.

“The Man Higher Up“ 


Pleases Politicians. 


OLITICIANS of high and low degree were 
scattered through the audience at the 
Olympic last evening.

been presented in Chicago. 

The dramatization of Henry Russell Miller's 

novel of the same rame by Edith Ellis had its

ters and events were taken. It sustained inter- 
est from beginning to end—although the end 
was perceptible envugh to invite wagers of the 
outcome—and the audience showed its pleasure

To those interested in the success of the play, 
however, more satisfaction came from the ut- 
terances of the politicians, whom they accepted 
as a true barometer of its merits along the 
lines upon which it is built,

“It is much better than ‘The Boss,’ or any 
other similar play I know of,” said Roger C. 
Sullivan, Democratic boss of Illinois. “To 
begin with, it is a mighty clever play, in- 
teresting in plot, and well acted; but to some 
of us the important question was whether it 
would be a burlesque of political men and 
methods, or have some realism in it, whether it 
would be a crude exaggeration of the facts or 
would recalt to us some of the W we 
know of personally. 

“In that respect the play was a pleasant 
surprise.

CHURCH PAGEANT 


Great Eucharist Procession 


Given in Vienna Despite 
Downpour. 


EMPEROR BARES HEAD. 


Thousands Defy Elements to See 
Picturesque Parade; Many 
Made III. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

VIENNA, Sept. 16.—What was intended to 
be the most striking feature of the inter- 
national eucharist congress, the grand pro- 
cession of the host through the city, was 
sadly marred today by a drenching rain. 

It was planned at first to abandon the pro- 
cession, but the authorities were unwilling to 
disappoint the public and resolved, appar- 
ently at the suggestion of Emperor Francis 
Joseph, to go through with it. 

The “eagerness to see the pageant was indi- 
cated by the fact that 8,000 new arrivals, who 
were either determined to secure good points 
to view it or who were unable togecure quar- 
tera, spent the night in the streets in thé 
downpour which lasted for fifty hours. Many 
of these persons had to go to the hospitals 
this morning. 


About 80,000 in Procession. 

The procession started on scheduled time 
over the two mile route, high mass having 
previously been celebrated in the cathedral. 

There were about 80,000 in the procession. 
More than 50,000 were peasants from all parts 
of Austria-Hungary. These wore their pic- 
turesque national gala dresses and were 


headed by local Magnates. 


The most interesting groups were the Tyro- 
lese, Who carried old war flags dating from 
the war for liberty, conspicuous among 
which was Andreas Hofer'’s flag, and the 
men from Zillerthal, who had an enormous 
wooden cross, which was borne by twelve 
peasants. 


Monstrance Set with Diamonds. 

There were 16,000 clergy in the procession, 
including nine cardinals and 20 bishops. 
Cardinal van Rossum, the papal legate; Car- 
nal Nagl, the patriarch of Vienna, and 
Cardinal Bourne of Westmineter rode in a 
magnificent carriage, in which they knelt, 
holding a gold monstrance containing the 
host. The monstrance was set with dia- 
monds and rubies. The carriage was ac- 
companied by priests swinging censors. 

The next state equipage, drawn by eight 
splendid white horses, contained Emperor 
Francis Joseph and Grand Duke Franz Fer- 
dinand, the heir to the throne, both of them 
bareheaded. 

Thirty archdukes and archduchesses occu- 
pied twelve state coaches, each drawn by 
six white horses. The rear of the proces- 
sion was formed by the imperial bodyguards 
in their gorgeous uniforms. 


March for Nearly Five Hours. 
The procession passed along the Ring- 
strasse without a break for nearly five hours. 
The magnificemt gold embroidered vest- 
ments of the clergy and the brilliant uniforms 
and decorations made a glittering spectacle 
which immensely pleased the many thou- 


gands who braved the downpour.

She said her only ambition was to insure a 
brilliant future for her+17 year old son, who 
is studying to become an army officer.

M. Muratore is French. He was born in 
Marseilles, where his father, who is still 
living, hae been a leading merchant for 
years.

. Companies writing personal accident insur- 
ance are intérested in the move made at the 


meeting of the International Association of 


Casualty and Surety Underwriters looking 
toward the elimination of so-called frills ”’ 
in accident insurance contracts. Attempts 
have been made from time to time to bring 
about needed reforms, but nothing has come 
out of the effort. 

Now the companies belonging to the inter- 
pational association have piedged themselves 
in advance to abide by the action of a special 
committee appointed to reform the policy 
contract. This committee must agree unani- 
mously on what shall be eliminatec. It is 
proposed the committee will report not later 
than Oct. 1, and that the revised policy pro- 
visions become effective on Jan. 1. 1013. The 
proposed policy forms will be submitted to 
the insurance departments of states that 
have standard provision laws and it is not 
believed the commissioners will object to the 
proposed changes or will throw any ob- 
stacies in ¢he way of the reform 

~o- 

One feature that companies desire to be 
eliminated from the accident contract is the 
accumulation clause. -Under this provision 
the face Value of the policy increases each 
year until at the close of the period the lia- 
bility is. 50 per cent more than when the 
policy started. In other words, if a policy- 


holder carries a $10,008 accident policy, at the 


end of the accumulation period, which is 
usually five or ten years, he would receive 
313000 in case of death. Competition has 
led the companies to pay the accumulations 
also on the weekly benefits and special in- 
demnities. For awhile these companies did 
not feel this increase in their Nability, but 
as time goes on the accumulations have risen 
to a considerable sum. The companies hav- 
mot received any more premiums for this 
extra liability. In addition the beneficiary of 
the policy-holder, under the modern con- 
tract, is insured under certain conditions, and 


there is also a provision for the insuring of 


the children of the policy-holder under cer- 
tain conditions. Many of these conditions 
are more or less catchpenny schemes, but. 
neve rtheless. the companies, have been 
caught on ali of them for considerable 
amounts. 

. . 

With the increased use of automobiles, 
which is adding materially to the loss ratio 
of the accident companies, it is found that 
the companies, in order properly to safeguard 
their resources, will have to begin to re- 
trench and get back again to the accident 
contract of a few years ago. which did not 
carry the superfluous provisions that it does 
now, For instance. the last year the automo- 
bile ckaims in many companies were over 20 
per cent of the total claims. whereas five 
years ago they were not over 3 per cent. 
This shows the rapid increase of automobile 
claims, which are becoming a severe drain 


on the companies.

Postmaster General Will Issue Rail 
way Mail Instructions—Promo- 
tion for 13,000 on Oct. 1.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 15.—Promotion 
for 13,000 railway postal clerks on Oct. 1 will 
be provided in orders to be issued. tomorrow 
by Postmaster General Hitchcock. In the 
railway mail service there are 16,700 clerks, 
and a majority of those not promoted on Oct.
